Thla  formidable  fleet,  according  to  the  D N.B.  version  served  up 
to  the  German  people,  "appeared  over  the  great  Thames  Bend, 
swooped  down  on  districts  east  and  northeast  of  Greenwich  Park  ” 
dropped  bomba  at  rooftop  height  on  Trafalgar  Road,  and  shot  down 
seven  barrage  balloons.

purchasers  of  Victory  Bonds.  Ah 
there  was  but  a,  small  total  of  such 
loans  current  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  year.
